From Voice of the Highlands 
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Be power of story is something we often underestimate. 

Any story that is shaped from real human experience car 

ries a lot more than new facts and events. The “few facts” 

have been chosen because they matter. Others have been discarded 
because they don’t (or the story would be interminable). _ 

- The facts are organized and given their meanings by the story. 
The person who decides what matters and creates the story has a lot 
of power because, once you’ve heard the story, you can never un- 
hear it. 

The truth is that different things matter to different people, 
and in different ways. If two people walk to the comer and back 
together, and each writes an account of it, their accounts will 
differ: try it with a friend if you doubt it. 

Each person will have noticed different things, depending on 
their interests, values and the things they already knew. Because 
story often reveals much about a person who tells it, the easiest way 
for two people to get to know each other can be to share each other’s 
stories. As different people see things differently, so do different 
cultures. 

Captain John Smith’s story of how Pocohontas saved him from 
death is well known. But there is evidence that Chief Powhatan 
saw the same events as a normal ritual of adoption to secure Smith’s 
loyalty and support. What Smith saw in Christian terms as an act of 
sacrifice and salvation, Powhatan saw in pagan terms as symboliz- 
ing death and rebirth. The parallels are fascinating. 

All of the world’s political, social, and religious systems are 
knitted together by various sorts of story. National identity is formed 
by the stories we hear about our nation; a scientific theory is really 
only a story in academic clothing. 

“Only” a story? Forget the outpouring of nonsense from the 





"entertainment industry. Good stories are not about giving us a brief 


buzz. Good stories help us to make good decisions; they help us to 
fill our daily lives with meaning, purpose and understanding, and 
help us to make decisions quickly and effectively. 

Bad stories (ones that are not shaped by real none experi- 
ence), like bad recipes, simply don’t work. 

When we write down our stories, from our own experience, 
and hand these on to our descendants, we are passing on something 


of real power and value. It is some- ©

it is something we must do.

This site, which 
overlooks Loch Moy, the island, Moy Hall, and the hills beyond 
was a favorite place of the Chief. He would often go there to 
reflect on matters. Among the engravings on the waist high me- 
morial wall of stone is “Lachlan - 30th Chief, he loved this place.” 
Lachlan Mackintosh was also the Lord lieutenant of Inverness- 
shire.

So what is a datestone? 
It is an architectural feature 
of many old Channel Island 
houses that will be of interest to 
family historians, sometimes re- 
ferred to as Marriage Stones. 
The initials of a husband and 
wife and a date were often 
carved on a piece of granite and 
use as a lintel about the front 
door. These stones rarely com- 
memorate a marriage however, 
but usually mark the inheritance, 
construction or alteration of a 
building. The carvings may not 
always appear as a lintel, but 
may be a dated stone on a chim- 
ney or the corner of a house. 


Many are no longer used, but 
have been incorporated into 
wall, or used as a garden orna- 
ment, bench or step.

A Recap of Previous 
Parts of This Saga 

Part One - 1 wrote about how 
I started my quest for Karliner 
family information by 1) assem- 
bling my own family tree to see 
what I knew and what I needed 
to find; 2) doing basic library re- 
search in books about the origin 
of the name, in books about the 
ancestral towns of people with 
that surname, and 3) by writing 
to others with the Karliner sur- 
name, whether doing genealogi- 
cal research or not. 

After all that, I assembled all 
my random tidbits of Karliner in- 
formation gathered over the 
years from my family, the Fam- 
ily History Library’s microfilm 
records, old German newspa- 
pers, and lists of Holocaust vic- 
tims-and survivors from the U.S. 
Memorial Holocaust Museum, 

Once armed with all that, I 
was fortunate enough to meet my 
genealogical “angel” - Benjamin 
Karliner. 


Part Two - Ben Karliner and 
I started assembling family trees 
from my random bits of infor- 
mation, his tenacious phone call- 
ing, emailing and writing cam- 
paign to his relatives and all the 
Karliners on telephone lists from 
the Internet. We then went to 
JewishGen’s website to gather 
any family trees already submit- 
ted to Family Tree of The Jew- 
ish People (see 
<www.jewishgen.org>). 

We started to see naming pat- 
terns (both secular and Hebrew) 
in the various Karliner families; 
we saw common professional 
choices; and we noticed com- 
mon places of origin for many 
of the families we found. 


Part Three - The history of 
the Karliner family from a semi- 
nal work called Pinsk Historical 
Volume, History of the Jews of 
Pinsk 1506-1941 was recounted. 
This book confirmed previous 
thoughts about the Karliner’s 
choices of professions in the li- 
quor and timber businesses. 

It gave me a rabbinic gene- 
alogy that showed the origins of 
the name Karliner.

They were the original Hassidic 
dynasty in Pinsk and Karlin, and 
called themselves Karliner when 
they left their ancestral homes in 
Karlin to all parts of Europe, in- 
cluding the other areas of Poland 
and Germany. 

Knowing the Karliner- his- 
tory in the broader picture of 
world history helped explain 
their migrations and choices of 
hometowns.

ave you ever been so 

immersed in studying 

your family’s history 
that you started day dreaming 
about the tree-lined streets they 
walked along, saw the little 
school house they went to, 
smelled the bread baking in their 
shtetl’s bakery and could almost 
hear praying in their little 
wooden schul on Saturday 
morning? 

That’s what happened to me 
as I began delving deeper into 
the Karliner legacy. From the 
The Jews In Russia And Poland 
by S. M. Dubnow in 1916: 
“Only in the suburb of Pinsk, in 
Karlin, the Hasidim succeeded 
in establishing themselves 
firmly, and could boast of hav- 
ing their own synagogues and 
Tzaddiks (righteous wisemen). 

Karlin became the seat of a 
Hasidic propaganda extending 
all over Lithuania, where 
Hasidim were accordingly nick- 
named, “Karliners.” 

I thought this is where our 
search should begin. 

Now, all we had to do was 
connect all the Karliner family 
trees to these pious men and 
bridge the gap of about 100 years 
until we rediscovered the 
Karliners in the 1800s. 

We have genealogical trees 
with family origins in pre- WW 
II Germany’s Upper Silesia re- 
gion (Beuthen, Windeck, 
Tarnowitz, Tworog, Pless, Neu 
Berun, Deutsch-Weichsel, 
Dziedzkowitz), in Galicia/Aus- 
tria-Hungary (Brotchen, 
Stanislawow, Bohorodczany, 
Drohobycz, Bialystok, 
Zambrowa), in the Ukraine

According to The Jews In 
Russia And Poland, there was a 


great distinction between the 
spiritual life of the northwestern 
Jews in Lithuania and White 
Russia and the Jews to the south- 
west in Poland and the Ukraine. 
Rabbinic scholars and their in- 
fluences reigned supreme in the 
north, while in

Podolia, Galicia and 
Volhynia in the south, the Jew- 
ish masses departed from this 
tradition. 

When the German Jews mi- 
grated to the East from towns 
like Berlin, they brought with 
them the Enlightenment and a 
trend towards less Orthodoxy 
that influenced many of the Jews 
in these areas, but created a wide 
chasm between the dapper Ger-

FB man ‘city Jews and the more ob- 






servant Jews. 

It must have been in this en- 
vironment that the Karliner 
families adopted their religious 
beliefs from the very Orthodox 
tothe secular. 

Most Karliners, however, 
tended to maintain their attach- 
ment to Rabbinic Judaism. 

Although it was common for 
Jews in Europe to be tavern 
keepers, distillers, timber trad- 
ers, and forest superintendents, 
there was a greater proportion of 
these professions in the early 
Karliner families, especially the 
wealthy ancestors from Karlin. 

My family’s occupations re- 
flected the same tendencies. 

My great-great-great grand- 
father, Salomon Karliner was in 
the timber business. 

My great-great grandfather, 
Oskar Karliner was a forest su- 
perintendent in 1886 (revealed in 
a birth certificate of his grand- 
daughter). 

My great grandfather was a 
tavern keeper and distiller (as 


were his siblings and relatives in 
other towns) in Beuthen for many 
years until he was deported to 
Bukowno concentration camp 
with his wife in 1942. 

He was a very religious man. 

My grandfather escaped the 
mold and was a ”jack-of-all- 
trades,” owning a car dealership

World War L, based upon information from the Bryan County 
Heritage Quarterly. You appended to the Article, “Let's write 
our Washington representatives and ask that they [Native Amen- 
can “code talkers”] be posthumously honored. You might want 
to send along a copy of this article to help.” 

While it may not be the posthumous honor you had m mind, 
I do want to assure you that the contribution of the Choctaw 
(and other Native American “secure communicators” in WW I 
and Il) has not been forgotten by “official Washington.” 

The relatively new (1993) National Cryptologic Museum at 
Fort George G Meade, MD, between Washington and Baltimore, 
has a dedicated exhibit area recalling this service by Choctaw 
and other tribes, including that of the Navaho “code talkers” of

his emigration to Hollywood, 
California in 1940 via London, 
he could only eam a living work- 
ing as a mechanic, but was an in- 
ventor and tinkerer, and designed 
a liquor store with my father as 
the draftsman.

As a result of keeping, in 
files, a bits of Karliner iris

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To find out if you are eli- 
gible to be a member of the 
Cherokee Nation of Oklahoma 
is a simple matter. You must 
first have a direct ancestor (no 
aunts, uncles of cousins count) 
on the Dawes Roll. If your 
ancestor is on any of the other 
rolls and not on the Dawes roll 
you are out of luck. The enroll- 
ment period was 1899-1906. If 
alady was single during the en- 
rollment time, then look for her 
maiden name. 

If you are successful in 
locating a direct ancestor and 
wish to register as a tribal 
member, you have to prove 
your relationship. You send for 
a CDIB (Certificate of Degree 
of Indian Blood) card and the 
Cherokee Nation of Oklahoma 
Membership at the same time. 
The tribal registration office is 
the judge as to the proof that is 
necessary to document your 
claim. The CDIB card 1s very 
important to those of you wish- 
ing to claim Indian preference 
for government contracts or for 
receiving certain benefits. 

Certified birth certificates 
offer the most acceptable proof 


of birth and parentage. Birth © 


and death certificates are not 
acceptable proof of blood de- 
gree, the Dawes Roll is the 
only authority for that informa- 
tion. If you are adopted, the 
Office considers only the bio- 
logical parents. Oklahoma 1s- 
sued very few certificates be- 
fore 1917, since it was formed 
in 1907. In the book Our Na- 
tive Americans, by E. Kay 
Kirkham, she states to obtain 
a 90% chance of finding a 
birth and/or death certificate 
for a native Oklahoman allow 
for the year 1928. 
Remember solid and con- 
vincing evidence 1s needed. 
The registration depart- 
ment is located at the W.W.

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SEARCHING FOR THOSE UNKNOWNS

uring the last few 
l weeks several in- 
quiries into how to 


go about finding an unknown 
ancestor in areas where the 
families were not sure of their 
existence, have come in to me. 
This can turn out to be quite 
interesting. Not only can it be 
yery hard work but it can also 
be very time consuming. 

Find a history book about 
the area during the period of 
time in which the person was 
supposed to be living there. It 
may take reading parts of sev- 
eral books such as county his- 
tories, state histories, or books 
on local subjects. 

Search for maps of the area 
during the time period in 
which you are searching. This 
may take going to the state ar- 
chives to find copies of earlier 
maps, but it will be worth your 
time. These early maps may 
give you clues to your ances- 
tor, because some of these 
maps may include where 
people lived during the period 
of time which they represent. 

One of the first things 
which I would suggest is to go 
to the census records if the pe- 
riod of time in which you are 
searching is 1920 or earlier. 
See if you can find the name 
of the person in the census in- 
dex for the state in which you 
think that he resided. Don’t 
narrow yourself down to a 
county or locality in the begin- 
ning. County lines change, and 
people move. Also, census 
takers through the years have 
made many mistakes. 

I remember telling a lady 
several years ago to search the 
surrounding counties for her

ancestor, but she would keep 
telling me, oh, no, he was in 


this county. It took taking a - 


group to the Washington Ge- 
nealogical Library in Macon, 
Georgia, where an assistant 


there told her to look at sur- 
rounding counties. She was 
willing to listen to her sugges- 
tion, and to her great surprise 
there was her ancestor in the 
county next door! In other 
words we often create mistakes 
by making our search too nar- 
row. We are too sure that we 
know what we are talking 
about, but often we are proven 
wrong. 

So, start with the index of 
the state. This may cause lots 
of additional work, but when 
you complete your work, you 
will more than likely know that 
the person 1s your ancestor! 

Also, remember that you 
will not find members of the 
household listed in the census 
record until 1850. Recently, 
someone tried to convince me 
that their ancestor was listed in 
the census in the household of 
another person in 1840. I 
knew the information was in- 
correct. I finally found a cen- 
sus listing on Internet for the 
particular county in 1850. The 
transcriber had made a mis- 
take. The person was not in the 
household that he was listed 
under. Two households were 
run together. 

Always remember that 
transcribed information is only 
as reliable as the transcriber! 
This is the reason it 1s best to 
go to the original record. If 
you do not find your person in 
the census record, do not give 
up. He might have been

skipped for some reason. So, 
you must go to other records. 

Another good place to 
search is land records. 

Especially in early America 
people wanted land, so many 
people owned land at one time 
or another. So, search the deed 
books of the counties where 
you are looking. Look in the 
grantor and grantee index. 
Again, where deeds have been 
transcribed there is room for 
many mistakes. Names may be 
misspelled or omitted com- 
pletely. 

Tax records are a source 
which people often overlook. 
They are very valuable sources 
of information. You will often 
find land quality, as well as 
quantity. If the tax record can’t 
be found in the county or city, 
by all means contact the state 
archives. 

Court records need to be 
researched. 

Remember that you are re- 
constructing the lives of indi- 
viduals. As aresearcher and a 
historian, you need to be cor- 
rect in your information, and 
at the same time you need to 
be thorough. It may take you 
some time to search the court 
records, but just think about 
what you will learn. 

Probate records should 
never be overlooked. 


Wills are very important to 
search, but always remember 
there are administrations of 
those estates without wills. 

The minutes of the Probate 
Court sessions will sometime 
give important information. 
Always spend plenty of time in 
this area. 

It is a good idea to contact 























the libraries in the areas in 
which your ancestor lived. 
They may have other sugges- 
tions as to where to look. 

If there were newspapers in 
the vicinity, they are always 
good to search. Many news- 
papers, especially in the late 
nineteenth century will have 
community news, and your 
ancestor may be included. Re- 
member that local newspapers 
may have information on the 
people and the history of the 
area during times of celebra- 
tions marking certain periods 
of time in the history of:the 
area. 

Church records should be 
searched. Always remember if 
you are a Presbyterian that 
does not mean that your ances- 
tor was Presbyterian. Search 
all church records in the area. 
Some of the earlier church 
records in the south as well as 
other sections of the country 
may give you more informa- 
tion than you expect. Ances- 
tors could be dismissed from 
church for many reasons, or 
they may be brought up before 
the church for some action, or 
for not attending church as 
they should. 

If your ancestor was living 
in 1937 or later, you need to 
search the Social Security 
Death Index. This can be 
found in several places on the 
Internet. Go to a search engine

Another dimension wher 
you must look is on th 
Internet.

About 4,000 Dine’ led by 
Manuelito, who had seen his 
father-in-law shot by US. 
troops, fled to the west and re- 
mained free for about two 
more years before starvation 
forced them to surrender A 
small band led by Hoskinnini 
successfully escaped to the 
area around Monumient Valley 
and Navajo Mountain, and was 
never captured. 
Bosque Redondo was 
devastating to the Navajo 
people and their spirit. Dis- 
ease, starvation, and the ele- 
ments all took their toll, greatly 
reducing their numbers. The 
naive American plan was to 
turn them into farmers on 
about 40 acres of untillable 
soil. Finally in 1868 yet an- 
other treaty was created releas- 


ing the surviving Dine’ and 
allowing them to walk back to 
lands around the Chuska 
Mountains in northeast “An- 
zona Territory.” The genealogy 
of almost every Dine’ living 
today traces to Bosque 
Redondo. 

The Dine’ call their 
land “Dine Bikeyah” or 
“Dinetah” which means 
“People’s country.” The Na- 
vajo reservation, formed in 
1868, originally consisted of 
6,120 square miles (15,912 sq 


_ km), but was expanded due in 


part to the efforts of Father 
Anslem Weber of St. Michael’s 
Mission. The reservation now 
currently stands at about 
25,000 square miles (64,750 sq 
km). The Navajo Nation is 
larger than the states of Con-

January 1936 a son was born in 
Berlin/Tegel of minor German nobility, 
his father’s name was Georg 
Wilhelm Herzog VonSchulze- 
Delitzsch aus Leipzig, and his 
mother’s name was Princess Sybille 
Victoria VonSchleswig-Holstein- 
Sonderburg-Glucksburg. 

During the latter part of 1937, when 
Adolf Hitler began his terror/purge, 
one of the first groups of people to 
be eliminated were the Roman 
Catholic nobility, especially those 
who disagreed with Nazi policies and 
govemment. 

His parents left their home with the 
police, and have never been seen 
again.

route of John MacDonell, a 


Scot, who was a clerk for the 


Northwest Trading Company 
who also kept a journal de- 
scribing his first trip into north- 
west Canada. 

To continue from our last 
column; we came off the por- 
tage onto Lake Maraboeuf and 
paddled north for about four 


miles. The lake is somewhat _ 


narrow with tall escarpments 
lining both sides of a portion 
of the lake. This day there was 
no wind and the lake was calm. 

Rob got out his pipes and 
piped us part of the way down 
the lake. His pipe tune echoed 
off the cliffs and were very 
appealing with the slow num- 
bers, but with the reels and jigs 
there were too many notes in 

the air at the same time. 

The loons, this time, for 
whatever reason did not re- 
spond to Rob’s Gaelic tremu- 

_lous. 


At the north end of the lake _ 


lies Horsetail Rapids. 

In the late 1960s, a Cana- 
dian government diving team 
found a wealth of trading 
goods and other relics in the 
pool just down stream from the 


rapids indicating a number of 
the voyager canoes and been 
lost in the rapids, indication 
that a number of the voyager 
canoes had been lost. 

We portaged our packs 
around the rapids and shot or 
sault the canoes as the voyag- 
ers would say. It was very fast 
and very exciting. 

Just a short distance down 
stream from Horsetail Rapids 
lies Saganaga Falls, a cascade 
dropping six feet over granite 
ledges. The Canadian diving 
team also found a great num- 
ber of fur trade artifacts at the 
base of these falls. The find- 
ings, together with photo’s of 
articles brought to the surface 
from the dives, were published 
in a book called Voices of the 
Rapids. 

Saganaga Falls was one of 
the more productive sights as 
they brought up the remains of 
muskets, swords, cooking 


kettles, coffee and tea pots, 
knives, pistols and clumps of 
lead shot. 

MacDonell describes the 
area we went through in just 
several sentences. “13th Au- 
gust, 1793 Went down the little 
fausille, Descharge du vaseu, 
the cedars, and a number of 
shallow little rapids called the

It might have been 
coming from your magnetic 
photo albums. Your priceless 
memories in these albums have 
been trapped for many years, 
yellowing and turning brown 
around the edges. 

YIKES! 

Maybe you’ve heard that 
magnetic albums are not the best 
idea, but did you know that keep- 
ing your pictures in these glue- 
covered pages is the WORST 
possible way to store them? 

Don’t feel badly, we all 
have done this. 

Usually the plastic is made 
of acetate, a non-stable plastic 
with chemicals that increase 
the aging process. Since the al- 
bums are inexpensive and 
made with low-quality glue, 
which was applied in stripes or 
covered the pages completely, 
which is not acid-free and yel- 


~ lows fast. 


You can rescue your pho- 


tos. You might have acouple of 
problems. You might find that 
some of the glue got on your 
photos, or they have absolutely 
stuck so tight that you can’t 
budge them. There are ways to 
get them off of these pages. 

One way is to carefully 
slide dental floss under the 
photo and gently move it back 
and forth to separate the back- 
ing from the picture. 

Two: The cardboard page 
is usually a big one folded in 
half. Cut the page out of the 
album and open it so the pho- 


tos are facedown on a table

So far what I know is - the large thistle and crown in the 
center is the same as the Queens Own Highlanders. Ina picture 
of this is the phrase Nemo Me Imp Une Lacesset. This phrase is 
embroidered on the sides and is readable on both front and back. 
What does it say? 

Also embroidered and readable on the two side edges on 
the front and back is C est Les Armes D’Ecosse. This has been 
translated for me to mean these is the crest of Scotland. Along 
with these symbols there are two pictures on the top that could 
represent suns. There are also two lions and two birds at the 
base of the thistle. 

What’s puzzling is there is a definite right and wrong side 
to it - the words are readable on both sides. I hope you can add 
more information to my puzzle.

vices”. Service 1. Bread and 
cheese, with ale and porter. 2. 
Glass of rum, with “burial 
bread”. 3. Pipes ready filled 
with tobacco, handed round in 
riddle. To prepare these pipes 
was one of the duties of the 
women who sat at the late 
wake. 4. Glasses of port wine 
with cakes. 5. Glass of sherry 
with cake. 6. Glass of whis- 
key. 7. Glass of wine (kind not 
specified) with cake. Thanks 
returned for the whole; after 
which the “services” 
recommenced...’as soon as the 
individual made his appear- 
ance.’—Sat A/c. 

The day’s events often 
were quite varied when the fu- 
neral procession arrived at the 
kirk burial site. At one time, 
in many rural areas, it was 
common belief The Last to be 
interred would not enjoy arest- 
ful sleep.

of place of birth...date and 
time. The father’s name and > 
occupation; name and maiden 
surname of the mother and if 
the parents were living at the 
time of birth registration. 
When and where the parents 
were married except the year 
span of 1856-1860. It may 
show the name and relation- 
ship of the reporter of the birth 
event. 

Sadly many of these early, 
after 1855 certificates, were 
lost after Scots arrived and be- 
came citizens of the USA. 
Many moved quite often in 
betterment of economic status. 
In time their children or rela- 
tives sorted deceased belong- 
ings... and the certificates were 
tossed... seemingly of little 
value. 

I once had the opportunity 
to actually examine a birth cer- 
tificate in the possession of an 
elderly grandmother. I piped 
at her husband’s funeral. 

Next time I shall discuss 
information to be gleaned from 
the Scottish Census Record. 
Your ties to past generations 
will be through the Scottish 
Census Records which mesh 
with the Old Parish Records. 
To search OPR for the correct 
entries you must know in 
which parish your relative was 
born. Now we are back to the 
benefits of the Mormon IGI... 
as discussed earlier. Research 
dates and places as best you 
can . If you have scant infor- 
mation... make a likely guess...

Leroy Colter “Colt” Pierson, died Thursday, Septem- 
ber 2, 1999. Memorial services were held Saturday for re- 
tired U.S. Army Col. Leroy Colter Pierson, whose 26-year 
military career included combat in World War II and intelli- 
gence gathering in Korea, Vietnam and the Cold War of the 
1960s. 

Nicknamed “Colt,” Col. Pierson moved to Fair Oaks, 
California in 1971 after his retirement from the U.S. Army | 
National Guard, with which he’d been active since 1940. 

He died Thursday in a local hospital after a heart attack. 

He was 86.. 

“He was a fascinating man,” said his friend and former 
neighbor, Roy Liebman of El Dorado Hills. “He took on some 
very interesting assignments during his military life.” 

Those assignments included running a network of agents 
behind the Iron Curtain from 1947 to 1952 to gather infor- 
mation on the Soviet bloc, Liebman said. 

He also gathered intelligence during the Korean War and 
served three years in the late 1950s with the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. In the early 1960s, he gave daily intelligence 
reports to the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

“He was one of the first to see the photos of the missiles 
in Cuba that started the Cuban missile crisis,” Liebman said. 

In 1962, he became commander of Army intelligence units 
at the Presidio of San Francisco and went to Japan for coun- 
terintelligence duties involving the Vietnam War, Liebman 
said. 

~~In retirement, Col. Pierson pursued his hobby of gardening. 
He was past president of the Fair Oaks Rotary Club, the local 
chapter of the Retired Officers Association and the Stewart Clan 
of North America. He was also a member of the Caledonian 
Club and served as acting executive director of the state Mental 
Health Association in. the late 1970s. 

Col. Pierson was a native of Cincinnati, and was reared in 
Webster Grove, Mo. He and his three brothers all received 
engineering degrees from Washington University in St. Louis. 

While in combat in Italy, his engineering background came 
in handy when he saved a building from being destroyed by 
local partisans after he recognized its historical significance 
based on its architecture, Liebman said. In gratitude, the 
building’s owners presented Col. Pierson, who was an ac- 
complished horseman, with a custom-made saddle, Liebman 
said. 

Col. Pierson is survived by his wife, Sara Sally Pierson 
of Fair Oaks; a daughter, Patricia Harper of Tempe, Arizona.; 
and stepsons, Bill Turner of Hayward and Mike Turner of 
San Diego. 

Colt was a member of Clan Donald (Life Member), Clan 
Stewart Society in America (Life Member and Immediate 
Past President), and House of Boyd (Life Member)..

There are many other uses for mitochondria DNA testing. 

A generation ago in Argentina government officials bru- 
tally separated young children from their dissident parents who 
were rebelling against the government.

It took a generation of grieving, but determined, grandmoth- 
ers and the development of a new science to pull back the cur- 
tam of secrecy. 

Today mtDNA is being used to identify the remains of un- 
known soldiers of the Vietnam War. 

On the casualty list of the battle of Koh Tang, the last battle 
of the Vietnam War, on May 15, 1975, is inscribed the name of 
Richard Vandegeer, a 27 year old lieutenant. : 

Koh Tang’s conflict was part of an international crisis known 
as the Mayaguez Incident. The merchant ship SS Mayaguez 
was hijacked off Koh Tang, Cambodia on May 12, 1975. A 
rescue team from the USS Harold E. Holt assaulted the Mayaguez 
and at the same time a Sikorsky HH-53 helicopter with the call 
sign Knife-31 bore Lt. Vandegeer and 23 other Marines and Navy 
medical corpsmen to assault the beach of Koh Tang. 

Only 20 defenders were expected, 150 heavily armed Khmer 
Rouge lay in wait. 

Badly hit, the helicopter dropped into the water. The men 
scrambled out of the downed bird as fast as they could. Some 
swam toward shore and were instantly cut down. Others swam 
out to sea and were eventually rescued by American ships. 

Lt. Vandegeer was one of 13 from Knife-31 who never made 
it to safety. In the search for what really happened that day there 
See evidence that at least four men survived the initial as- 


161 bones have been recovered from the island. Because 
some of the men were known to be alive after the assault, it 
became even more important in learning their fate to discover 
more about the Koh Tang assault. 

The best means know to science is DNA analysis. It has 
been reported, though not yet confirmed by the government, 
that Lt. Vandegeer has been identified through DNA sequences 





provided by his relatives. 


So far the Pentagon has 
identified the remains of al- 
most 500 soldiers who died in 
Southeast Asia and who were 
originally listed as missing in 
action. Between 250 and 300 
remams are still under study. 

Richard Vandegeer, the 
last name on the Vietnam Vet- 
erans Memorial in Washing- 
ton, D.C., is no longer missing 
m action. 

Through DNA historical 
mysteries are being solved. 

Are the bones resting in 
the grave of Jesse James, the 
famous western outlaw, really 
those of James? Or did he, as 
many have asserted through 
the years, escape and live to old 
age elsewhere? 

My own grandfather in- 
sisted many times that John D. 
Rockefeller was really Jesse 
James. After all, Rockefeller 

appeared from “no- 
where” and had an unex- 
plained large amount of 
money. Ergo, he must have 


obtained it by illegal means. 
And who were the most fa- 
mous outlaws of the times? 
None other than the James 
brothers, Frank and Jesse. 

I have heard since then 
that Jesse James’ reincarna- 
tion, as John D. Rockefeller 
was an idea widely espoused 
in popular magazines in the 
early part of the century. 

One of the most compel- 
ling stories of the survival of 
Jesse James was told by aman 
named J. Frank Dalton who 
died in 1951 at the reported age 
of 104. Dalton claimed that his 
real identity was Jesse James. 
He claimed that James was not 
really shot in the back by Rob- 
ert Ford on April 3, 1882, but 
faked his own death. Suppos- 
edly James killed an outlaw 
named Charlie Bigelow and, 
with the help of his own rela- 
tives, persuaded the public to 
believe Jesse was dead.

No one has ever explained 
why James wife Zee and their 
two children, to whom he was 
devoted, were left behind to 
struggle in poverty after 1882. 

Scientists used mtDNA to 
be sure who is buried in Jesse 
James’ grave. 

Professor James Starrs of 
George Washington University 
headed up a team in 1995 to 
explore the identity of the 
body. The team planned a 
many-pronged investigation, 
including forensic specialist, 
handwriting experts, anthro- 
pologists and DNA experts. 

One of the early discover- 
ies as they excavated the badly 


deteriorated skeleton was ofa — 


bullet in the left rib section. 
The bullet was determined to , 
be from a 36 caliber 1851 : 
Navy pistol of a kind heavily. 
used in the Civil War. 

James fought in the Civil 
War and was well known to — 
have been wounded. It was 
said that he carried a bullet in 
his ribs. 

A postmortem photo 
showed a large, deep scar on 
the right rib cage. : 

The skull itself had clearly 

been sawed crossways, which 
matched the record of the au- 
topsy of James in 1882. 
- Handwriting samples of 
Jesse James, both under his 
own name and that of Frank 
Howard, his alias while in hid- 
ing, were matched against 
samples of J. Frank Dalton. 
While the handwriting of 
James and “Howard” matched 
exactly, that of Dalton was 
written by a different man. 

Jesse’s sister had living 
descendants through the fe- 
male line. They agreed to fur- 
nish DNA to match against the 
bones from the old grave. It 
took many months to complete 
the work. —

Dancing at the 





Dancing 


Hcahlancl Games

any of you who have attended one or more Highland Games or Festivals during this 

summer will.probably have watched a Scottish Country Dance demonstration. 
r th&se who dance regularly it is possibly their dance group and the dancers are known to 
them. For those of us who are teachers, we enjoy watching, but cast somewhat critical eye over 


the scene. 


For most of the audience, the dancing is watched with varying degrees of interest. The danc- 
ers hope that many who are watching will feel inclined to join them in their activities. 

This is the principal reason for going out on (usually) a very hot afternoon, putting on a kilt 
or white dress and sash, doing a quick walk through in some discrete corner, and preforming the 


program of dances. 


In other words, these demonstrations are done so as to bring the dancing to the attention of 


people who may be encouraged to join this particular group, or one at their home town. 

The person who is MC’ing the event will usually say that if they are interested in learning 
more.... please contact a member of the group. The dance leader is at fault if they are not 
prepared to hand out a flyer with information about the dance classes in the area. To enhance 
this there is often an opportunity for the audience to join in on one or more selected dances. 

From the organizer’s point of view, Scottish country dancing is a way of illustrating the 
social aspect of the games. Often the dancers perform without a fee, or ifa fee is paid it goes into 

group’s treasury, the dancers themselves do not get paid. 
~~ An exception is made if musicians perform with the group instead of using recorded music. 
In my experience, the musicians are always paid at least a small honorarium for their efforts. 
Having live music to dance to is the best of all worlds. But is more usual to recorded music, and 
this used to add considerable strain to the proceedings! 
Thank goodness the days of using records has gone the way of the dodo. 


First one had to find a suit- 
able place to locate the record 
player, which someone have 
lugged from a car to the site. 
The it seemed almost normal 
if the connections were not 
suitable for the sound system 
being used by the games. Soa 
quick flap around to patch it in, 
or as a last resort to rely on the 
10w amplification of the player 
itself. If there was not a spare 
dancer/spouse/friend to posi- 
tion the needle, then one of the 
dancers would do this and try 
to discretely dash into place 
before the chord. 

I won’t elaborate on memo- 
ries of this period, but some 

-were very funny (in retrospect) 
but frustrating at the time. Suf- 
fice it to say that MacMurphy’s 
law nearly always prevailed. 

It is usual to select, say 
three rounds of a jig, followed 
by two of a strathspey, then a 
reel, etc. It is very time con- 
suming making the match from 
a record player onto tape. 
Nowadays many groups have 
progressed from this procedure 
to using computer programing 








techniques to match the right 
chords for the beginning and 
ending to the desired number 
of rounds for each dance, with 
very satisfactory results. 

For Highland games orga- 
nizers who do not dance, 
please do not relegate the danc- 
ers to a hard surface such as a 
parking lot. Not only is this 
hard on the soft shoes worn by 
the dancers - one can guaran- 
tee to wear out a pair of shoes 
at just one such demo - but it 
is bad physically for the danc- 
ers. They should always be 
placed on a wooden dancing 
platform or stage, such as the 
one used for Highland danc- 
ing. As this is usually in a cen- 
tral locatfon, it is ideal. 

Then, during a break in the 
Highland dancing, the Scottish 
country dancers entertain the 
audience. Such was the case 
at the Capital District Games 
this past weekend. 

The dance platform was 
next to the Clan area, and near 
the centre of all the activities 
so that the Albany/Scenectady 
dancers had a good audience 








for their dancing on both Sat- 
urday and Sunday. 

Grass is a possible alterna- 
tive, but again it is hard on the 
shoes, as well as very hard on 
the dancers unless the area is 
as smooth as a putting green. 
Also the footwork suffers on 
grass as the area it usually not 
smooth, so one is taking care 
not to trip over hummocks or 
twist an ankle in dips or even 
holes that appear magically in 
front of an unsuspecting foot! 

Anyone who has been a 
member of a dance team has a 
stack of stories to tell - of danc- 
ing in the rain, missing danc- 
ers, etc., but basically it gener- 
ally is fun and one’s enjoyment 
is enhanced by the fact that one 
is showing others the activity 
that has given the dancers so 
much pleasure. 

Do think about joining a 
class near you and maybe next 
year you will be a member of 
the team: demonstrating the 
social dancing of Scotland and 
enjoying the comradeship of 
one’s fellow dancers.

This will automatically download the free program which 
you may run on your system. The program will check your 
computer’s clock and BIOS, but not your software. You must 
run the program on DOS, not on Windows. As it is running it 
will tell you what it is doing and whether or not your computer 
is compatible with the year 2000 and Leap Year.
